B. SUTTOR ON AUSTRALIA 

AND THE EMPIRE, 


MR. J. 


Mr. J. B. Suttor, Commercial Agent for Now 
South Wales, in the East, last ovening lectured 
at the City Holl,.under the auspices of tho 
Hongkong Odd Volumes Society, on Australia 
and the British Empire.
